WASHINGTON—Atlanta’s Frank 
H. Neely, chairman of ‘the execu- 
tive committee of Rich’s, is one 
of the nation’s business leaders 
who have been asked by President 
Kennedy to find ways te get jobs 
for nearly one million people 
under 21 who have ended their 
schooling but are unemployed. 


Headed by Secretary of Labor 
Arthur J. Goldberg, the 23-man 
White House Committee on Youth 
Employment plans to submit rec- 
ommendations to the President 
before Congress meets in January. 


‘SOCIAL DYNAMITE’ 


Congress failed to act this year 
on an administration-backed 
youth employment bill. It would 
have set up a youth conservation 
corps and would have provided 
federal payments to employers 
to encourage them to hire younger 
workers so they could get experi- 
ence. 


Vice chairman of the new com- 
mittee, which held its first meet- 
ing Wednesday, is Dr. James B. 
Conant, former Harvard Univer- 
sity president. He has written a 
book, “Slums and Suburbs,” in 
which he says out-of-school, out- 
of-work youths are “social dyna- 
mite.” 

ACTION URGENT 

Kennedy also cited the. social 
and economic implications of 
youth unemployment in announc- 
ing establishment of the commit- 
tee. He said the problem calls for 
immediate action because “our 
youth are our greatest resource.” 


The President also expressed 
great concern about the broad 
unemployment problem symbol- 
ized by the 6.8 per cent rate of 
joblessness among the entire la- 
bor force, a condition that has 
prevailed for the past 11 months. 


YOUTH UNIT SET UP 


Gooldberg also announced es- 
tablishment of a national Youth 
Employment division in the Labor 
department to help younger peo- 
ple find jobs through public em- 
ployment offices. During the next 
10 years, he said, about 26 million 
young people will enter the labor 
market seeking jobs.

It further stated that these en- 
rollment and attendance figures 
will be taken into consideration 
“in setting up allotments to local 
school systems for the 1962-63 
school year.”’ 


Dr. Claude Purcell, state school 
superintendent, said this merely 
spells out how the amount of tui- 
tion grants will be determined for 
each local school system.

Wins Praise Here

A new nongraded method of instruction in the primary grades 
enables a child to progress at his own level and eliminates the fear 
of failure: 


The system, inaugurated in some Georgia schools this vear. is 
winning the praise of educators and parents. It is a plan that 
abandons demarcations between kindergarten and the fourth grade. 
The nongraded system is based on three principles of education: 
1. Each child is an individual with his own rate and pattern of 
growth. 2..Growth is continuous for each child. 3. A feeling of suc- 
cess; without fear of failure, is essential for normal growth. 


“The primary plan,”’ explained Mrs. Behre Gardner, principal 
of Hopewell Elementary School in Alpharetta, “is a way of organiz- 
ing grades one, two and three so as to allow for the continuous 
progress of each child at his own rate.” 


Hopewell is one of the pilot schools in Fulton County to initiate 
the nongraded program. Faculty members are ‘tremendously 
pleased" with the results of the program to date. 


“Our teachers,’’ observed Mrs. Gardner, ‘were dissatisfied with 
making promotion decisions regarding slow starters who were mov- 
ing along nicely toward the end of the year, but who still were not 
up to grade standard. Besides, there was a deep conviction that 
each child should be taught at the level ‘where he is’ rather than be 
required to repeat.’ 


SUBSTITUTE. LEVELS 


The new system substitutes levels through the reading program 
for the first three grades. Children progress as rapidly as their abil- 
ity permits and are not passed or failed at the end of the year. In- 
stead, their program is continuous and they pick up each fall where 
they were at the end of schdol. 


Pupils are grouped according to their individual needs. Most 
students will enter fourth grade after three years in primary school. 
A few will require more time. A youngster whose achievement 
equals his ability is regarded as making satisfactory progress. 


‘Students who need more time in starting often develop normal 
reading ability by the end of the third year,’’ Mrs. Gardner pointed 
out, “because they are permitted to develop at their own rate of 
learning. This is a major advantage of the system. Primary school 
promotes good work habits by helping the child to do challenging 
tasks within range of his individual ability. And the feeling of suc- 
cess a child experiences in the primary school program gives him 
a more wholesome attitude toward his entire school life.”’ 


The curriculum of the nongraded primary school includes all 
of the skills, concepts and subjects which are traditionally assigned 
to a first, second and third grade. 


ADDITIONAL YEAR 


A student is given an additional year in the primary unit when 
his pattern of social growth, emotional and physical development, 
and his academic progress indicate that it will be a definite ad- 
vantage for him to have more time in the primary school. In such 
cases, the child is placed with the group in which he will have the 
best opportunity for continuous growth. He will not be expected to 
attempt work beyond his ability and understanding. No formal pro- 
motion is made until the child has reached the fourth grade level 
of achievement. 


Continuous progress requires careful observation and occasional 
shifting from group to group, class to class, so that each child is 
placed where he can develop best. The achievement of the indi- 
vidual pupil will be recorded on report cards, test records, cumula- 
tive records, teachers’ anecdotical records or behavior journals, and 
skill charts. 


Progress reports and conferences between parents and teachers 
will make clear the level at which a child is working at all times. 


Mrs. Gardner emphasized that changing the primary school 
system does not mean a change in teaching methods. 

“The nongraded plan,”’ she explained, “‘is organizational, not 
an instructional device. It does not change methods, but improves 
the use of them.”

For Card-Enthusiasts 


“Coup-fourre!”’ 


The battle cry of a wild-eyed French knight 
during the Hundred Years War? Nope, but it is a 
cry of triumph that is being heard more and more 
often in Atlanta. The term is part of a new family 
card game brought to America by a former Geor- 
gian. It may not be the greatest French import since 
the Statue of Liberty, but the game—Mille Bornes— 
can take the worry out of last-minute cancellations 


at bridge parties. 
_ “That’s one of the advantages 
that first attracted our family 
‘to the game,” observed former 


Georgian Miller Quarles Jr., 
who is responsible for Mille 


Bornes making the American 
scene. “But interest in it is 
definitely not limiteed to bridge 
fans.”” 


LIKE CANASTA 


Mr. Quarles, a native of Dub- 
lin, was introduced to the game 
while working in Paris, and got 
the rights to sell it in the United 
States. Mille Bornes (which) 
means 1,000 milestones) has 
been compared with canasta, 
scrabble, bridge and chess, and 
can be mastered by adults or 
children, card experts or begin- 
ners. ; 


“Easy to learn and fast play- 
ing,”’ pointed out Mr. Quarles, 
“the game eliminates broken 
bridge parties since two to six 
persons can play, either indi- 
vidually or as partners. It has 
all the suspense of canasta, the 
fascination of scrabble, plus an 
excitement all its own because 
the players must constantly be 
ready for the unexpected.” 


Mille Bornes is named after 
the small concrete road mark- 
ers found in Europe, showing 
the route number and distance 
to the next town. Purpose of the 
game is to “travel” 1,000 miles 
by automobile through all sorts 
of hazards and unexpected in- 
cidents. 

HAZARDS IN WAY 

A player can place a variety 
of hazards in the way of his op- 
ponent, including ‘‘out of gas,” 
‘flat tire,”” “accident.” This will 
slow down, if not stop, the op- 
ponent’s trip, until the proper 
“remedy” card — ‘‘gasoline,”’ is 
produced. But if the opponent 
has a ‘safety’ card, such as a 
“puncture-proof”’ tire, he can

F. Holt and George Kelley, were 
called before the grand jury Wed- 
negday morning for questioning. 

“‘After hearing the evidence, the 


grand jury came to the following 
conclusions,’’ Huey said. 

1, “The grand jury was used 
by Conrad Sechler for his politi- 
cal gain.” 

2. “Nothing in the tape record- 
ing heard by the committee of 
the grand jury was out of order 
in any way or showed any poli- 
ticking by Mr. Sam Moss.” 

3. “The tactics used by Mr. 
Sechler were unethical and raised 
the question in the minds of many 
members of the grand jury about 
his fitness to serve as a mem- 
ber of the DeKalb Board of Ed- 
ucation.”’

I just 
don’t seem to get myself up like I used to.” 


It was suggested to him Wednesday that he had re-dis- 
covered the reservoir of vigor and desire, what with the second 
best rushing figure on the team since he started playing regu- 
larly in mid-season. 


“Well, I got tired of hearing people saying I had too much 
weight and wasn’t doing anything. I realized I had let a lot of peo- 
ple down, and myself, too, and so I tried to put a little extra into 
it.

“From what I heard and saw, he’s a quick, hard runner,” re 
plied Tater Bug. “‘He’ll be okay if he makes it through the first 
spring practice, That’s the breaking point there.” 


Lankewicz is a manner of man who can make it through several 
spring practices, as Georgia coaches will tell you. 


Recruited by Bulldog assistant Sam Mrvos, Lank has made 
an impression on SEC freshmen who have opposed him.

NEW ORLEANS (#—For once and for all, irrevocably and to 
remove all doubts, Louisiana State’s football team will not be in 
the Sugar Bowl game in New Orleans on New Year's Day. 


This was the edict from the campus at Baton Rouge Wednes- 
day, to clarify any doubts that might exist in the minds of an 
incredulous sports population in New Orleans. 


LSU Athletic Director Jim Corbett announced the university’s 
decision Tuesday, following what he called a resolution by the 
LSU athletic council which considered a strong indication of the 
team to play in an out-of-state bowl game if the chance appeared. 


There are some hurdles involved for other bowl appearances, 
such as the Rose Bowl and the Orange Bowl, for LSU’s Bayou 
Bengals, who were ranked fourth in the nation in this week’s 
Associated Press poll. 


Not the least of these difficulties is the racial question since 
it has been LSU’s custom not to play teams with Negro players. 


But Corbett has been quoted as saying if an invitation to a bowl 
involving Negro players is offered, the racial question would be 
settled. 

There has been no official comment from the LSU board of 
supervisors which apparently would have to vote on such a ques-

There are several methods 
for cooking your Thanksgiving 
bird, so select your favorite 
method and carry through. 


FOIL METHOD 


You can roast the turkey 
quickly by using the heavy duty 
aluminum foil. Place the tur- 
key in center of 18-inch-wide 
sheet of foil and pad sharp bone 
ends with folds of foil. Brush 
bird with softened margarine 
or butter. Bring two opposite 
ends of foil up over bird and 
overlap 3 to 4 inches. 


Close other two ends by fold- 
ing foil up about 3 inches to hold 
drippings. Don't use more foil 
than necessary to cover bird 
and don't seal airtight. 


If you use a meat thermom- 
eter, wait until foil is opened 
for browning. Turkey is done 
when it registers 185 to 190 
degrees. 


To roast the turkey, place 
the wrapped turkey in a shallow 
roasting pan in oven preheated 
to 450 degrees. This high tem- 
perature is recommended for 
foil cookery—ONLY. 


Open foil 20 minutes before 
end of roasting time. Thigh 
and wing joints should move 
easily. There will be lots of 
juice in the foil. Folk back the 
foil so that the turkey takes 
on that golden brown color. 
Raste once or twice with drip- 
pings while turkey is brown- 
ing

At approximately 4:30 
every Saturday after- 
noon, a group of musical- 
ly talented oungsters 
begins to gather in an 
upper room of the Hall of 
Bishops at the Cathedral 
of St. Philip. 

They have a special gift—they 
can ring bells, making them 
chime in golden, rich tones, 
fit for a church service or as 
Christmas entertainment for 
other children in hospitals. 

The ‘‘Cathedral Bell Ringers,” 
as they are known, have been 
in existence since 1952. They 
were one of the many | ideas 
brought into reality by the late 
Rev. Canon Frederick L. Eckel. 


SINCE that time the group 
has performed for President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower at the 
lighting of the National Christ- 
mas Tree, has appeared on the 
Ed Sullivan Show and the Ar- 
lene Francis Show, and has 
played at several New York 
churches on. Christmas Eve. 
They have also made a long- 
playing record for Westminster. 


Unique with the Bell Ringers 
is the quality of their bells, 
hand-made by the same English 
company which cast the Liber- 
ty Bell. It is one of the largest 
sets of bells in America and also 
one of the few which consists of 
four octaves. 

The bell ringers have a rep- 
ertoire of more than a hundred 
compositions—Bach, Beethoven 
and Mozart among others. 

However, the most amazing 
thing about the group is the 
children themselves. Over the 
years the membership has 
changed as the older ones grew 
up and gradually went away to 
school, and several of the pres- 
ent bell ringers look hardly old 
enough to know the scale, much 
less to understand the varia- 
tions of tone and timing so nec- 
essary for pitch. 


ALTHOUGH their ages range 
from 8 to 16, their average mu- 
sical training is four years, and 
none of them has less than two. 
lt takes approximately a year 
to train a newcomer.

They have just ordered a new 
set of bells, and there was 
agreement among the parents 
that they needed new costumes. 


DIFFICULTIES have arisen 
over the years. Developing the 
strength of the boys’ hands so 
that they can handle the big 
bells is a major problem. An- 
other one centers around some 
of the parents, not quite as ded- 
icated or disciplined as their 
children. 


“But there is only one thing 
that can be called a near ca- 
lamity,”” Mrs. Edwards said, 
‘“‘and that is blisters. Although 
the children wear gloves or 
tape their hands, blisters are 
the only things which have ever 
interrupted a performance.” 

Several performances are 
scheduled for this Christmas 
Season, and as no blisters have 
developed, the bell ringers 
Should be ringing loud and 
clear.

“THE HOME OF 
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A Critic Takes a Look 


At Musie Season Here

Atlanta’s public con- 
cert life, like Caesar’s 
Gaul, is divided into three 
parts. 

True, there are a number of 
@maller divisions for limited 
audiences. But the staple fare 
for the concertgoer consists of 
the All Star Series, the Music 
Club’s membership series, and 
the Atlanta Symphony §sub- 
ecription series. Each is con- 
stituted for a more or less spe- 
cial purpose. 

To have any chance of fill- 
ing the 5,000-odd seats of the 
Municipal Auditorium, the All 
Star presentations must be well 
known or sensational. This 
series brings the biggest names 
before the American public. 


THE BAYANIHAN Dancers 
from the Philippines and so- 
prano Joan Sutherland, whose 
opening concert in September 
clearly justified her meteoric 
rise to the top of the music 
world, are the only newcomers 
on the series, but some of the 
returnees have unusual musical 
interest. 

Birgit Nilsson, who was voc- 
ally superb but artistically a 
trifle disappointing in recital 
last season, will certainly be in

her ‘element in an all-Wagner 
program accompanied by the 
Atlanta Symphony. 


SOME OF the glamour of his 
sensation in Russia still clings 
to Van Cliburn, who really 
doesn’t need it to be an extra- 
ordinarily interesting _ pianist. 
But his great public success 
has undoubtedly created artistic 
problems as well as opportuni- 
ties, and each chance to watch 
his development is welcome. 

He is appearing here Thurs- 
day night at the auditorium. 

A number of years have 
passed since Yehudi Menuhin’s 
last solo appearance here, and 
for the first time in Atlanta he 
will be accompanied by his dis- 
tinguished sister at the piano. 


THE MUSIC CLUB series 
caters to a somewhat more 
limited, perhaps a more sophis- 
ticated, audience. 

The singers it presents are 
likely to be known primarily 
as recitalists and interpreters 
of song rather than as opera 
stars. Its instrumental soloists 
are frequently drawn from the 
ranks of the most promising 
young artists, and one attrac- 
tien each season is devoted to 
some type of chamber music. 

Gerard Souzay’s recital in 
October was a brilliant display 
of vocal artistry, demonstrating 
versatility and a grasp of style 
that places him in a class al- 
most alone. 

I Musici is a small chamber 
orchestra, one of the finest of 
several such organizations that 
have sprung up in Italy. Their 
guccess is due not only to the 
excellence of their performance 
but also to the freshness of 
their repertoire, which draws 
heavily from the lively, attrac- 
tive works of Vivaldi and other

place in the over-all scheme is 
of utmost importance. It fur- 
nishes in sheer numbers more 
than half of the programs pre- 
sented on the three public 
Series, and the symphonic 
repertoire is certainly basic to 
the musical knowledge of any 
listener. 


Although the Symphony relies 
heavily on the popularity of 
guest soloists, the quality of 
the orchestra itself is the de- 
termining factor in the quality 
of the season. The opening con- 
certs have been reassuring: 
conductor Sopkin has once again 
succeeded in maintaining the 
hard-won standards in the face 
of increasing difficulties and an 
inadequate budget. 


But the task becomes harder 
each year, and Atlantans who 
realize the value of the Sym- 
phony should take warning that 
greater financial support is 
essential to the future. 


THE ORCHESTRA’S reper- 
toire, in accord with public de- 
mand, is somewhat more con- 
servative than it was last year. 
But there has been no compro- 
mise in quality, no move to en- 
tice the public with ‘‘pops”’ pro- 
grams, 

There will be one brand-new 
work, Harold Shapero’s Partita 
for piano and orchestra, and 
a few well-established contem- 
porary classics—including, on 
the final concert, Ernst Bloch’s 
great “Sacred Service.” 

For the rest, the repertoire 
is drawn from the proven clas- 
sics by masters of the 18th and 
19th centuries, works that 
rightly form the heart of the 
concertgoer’s experience. 


SURVEYING the whole pic- 
ture of Atlanta’s concert life 
leaves one with some definite 
impressions. The general pub- 
lic is well served by excellent 
performers and a high quality 


of program. 


But the adventurous minority 
who wish to explore the latest 
in contemporary composition 
and the vast rewards of pre- 
Bach music—even those de- 
voted to chamber music—must 
as a rule turn to their phono- 


The pattern of Atlanta’s con- 
cert life has perhaps remained 
unchanged for too long. Imagi- 
nation and cooperative effort 
are needed. As we near the 
realization of the dream of a 
new concert hall, we should con- 
sider, carefully and open-mind- 
edly, just what concert activi- 
ties are needed in a great and 
growing cosmopolitan center.

Can these financial and artis- 
tic catastrophes be prevented 
er at least reduced? People in 
the record business—shop own- 
ers, managers and salesmen— 
were asked for the answer. If 
anybody knows the best buys 
among the thousarids of classi- 
eal stereo records issued in the 
past few years, they should 
know. 


They were asked to pass along 
their 10 top choices. Though none 
claimed a single one of their 
selections was definitive, quite 
likely a large percentage will 
still be highly regarded five 
years from now, even 10, pos- 
sibly for 25 years.

Lindell DeJarnett, minister of 
music at Pattillo Memorial 
Methodist Church in Decatur, 
devotes all his time and talents 
to church music. 

DeJarnett selects music for 
his children’s choirs that is 
short, simple and easily under- 
stood by a small child. For the 
adult choirs his music _har- 
monizes with the season of the 
year and the pastor’s sermons. 


IN CONTRAST to DeJarnett 
is C. W. W. (Chuck) Evans, 
who directs the choirs at Hill- 
side Presbyterian Church. Evans 
is a businessman with a love 
for singing and music. 

He rehearses the children’s 
and teen-age choirs of the 
church on Sundays, the adult 
choir Tuesday. nights, plays the 
church organ, sings in the De- 
eatur chorus and in baseball 
season works with the Little 
League teams. 

Since DeJarnett took over 
the music program at Pattillo 
mine years ago, membership in 
the choirs has grown to more 
than 200 amateur singers in a 
church that has 1,400 members. 

Choir singers start young at 
Pattillo: at 342 years in the 
youngest choir, called’ the 
Cherubs, and ranging upward in 
age through seven other choirs. 


FEW of the choir members 
have musical training other 
than what they get from De 
Jarnett, and even fewer play 
musical instruments.

The Mystery of Speed 


If you’ve bought a 
phonograph or _ record 
changer during the past 
few years, chances are 
you have a four - speed 
model: the old 78-rpm 
speed, the newer 45 and 
33-rpm speeds — and the 
mysterious 16-rpm speed 
that generally sits un- 
used. 


An automobile manufacturer 
earned a bit of publicity some 
years ago by putting 16-rpm 
record players in his cars as 
optional equipment, an experi- 
ment that flopped. Outside of 
this brief moment in the lime- 
light, the 16-rpm setting has 
remained a mystery to most 
record fans and most of us still 
wonder what the danged thing 
is supposed to play—although 
we'd never buy a set that 
doesn’t have this high class 
feature. 

If it will relieve your mind 
any, we can report that there 
are records for the 16rpm 
speed, some of them of special 
interest to parents, too. 


AND THERE are advantages 
to this speed, the obvious one 
being that you can get an hour 
of music or entertainment on 
one side of a record. 

Two companies with good 
names in the 33-rpm field have 
put out 16-rpm records: Vox, 
which charged $6.95 for a two- 
hour classical music disc, and 
Prestige, which put a $7.98 tag 
on its 16rpm jazz records. 

Both of these ventures fizzled 
out, however, and neither of 
these labels has 16-rpm’s in the 
record shops.

Readers often write to us for advice about starting 


a stereo or hi-fi collection. 


“We've just bought a stereo 
set,” reads a typical letter from 
Mrs. R. B. Thomas of Smyrna. 
“Could you recommend about 
a half dozen records to start 
our collection?” 

We don’t know what kind of 
records the Thomases like or 
what kind of records you'd 
enjoy, of course. But we can 
tell you what records have 
been put on top of their lists 
by millions of other hi-fi own- 
ers 

THESE ARE the _ records 
which for week after week, 
even for years, have been high 
on best-seller charts. 

Long-run champion is “South 
Pacific.” Columbia's Broadway 
cast album is starting its 388th 
week on the topseller charts, 
a reign of more than seven 
years. RCA Victor's movie 
soundtrack album of “South 
Pacific’ is in its 190th week 
on the list, almost four years. 

NEXT IN the long-run sweep- 
stakes is Columbia’s Broadway 
cast LP of “My Fair Lady,” 
with original stars Julie An 
drews and Rex Harrison, now 
nearing its sixth year with 293 
weeks on the charts.

Composer 


Honored 


TALLAHASSEE, Fila. 
Gov. Farris Bryant has 
proclaimed July 27, birth- 
date of famed Hungarian- 
born composer Ernst von 
Dohnan yi, to be ob- 
served annually through- 
out Florida as Ernst von 
Dohnanyi Day. 

Von Dohnanyi died at 82 on 
Feb. 9, 1960, at Tallahassee, 
where he was composer in res- 
idence at Florida State Univer- 
sity. A remarkable concert pi- 
anist as well as a composer, Von 
Dohnanyi helped teach both 
composition and piano at the 
university, where he spent the 
last 10 years of his life. 


Throughout the world, other 
groups are honoring the mem- 
ory of Von Dohnanyi. Seven of 
his works are on records and 
his most popular composition, 
the “Variations on a Nursery 
Song,”’ has been recorded four 
times—once with Von Dohnanyi 
himself at the piano, backed by 
the Royal Philharmonic Orches- 
tra conducted by Sir Adrian 
Boult. This one is on the Angel 
label. 


IN LONDON, the British Mu- 
seum has set up a permanent 
Von Dohnanyi exhibit of manu- 
scripts, letters and articles. In 
Vienna, a Dohnanyi Society is 
being organized, with subscrip- 
tions receifed from Von Doh- 
nanyi’s fans in Britain, Argen- 
tina and the United States. 

And Von Dohnanyi’s last com- 
positions, an ‘“‘American Rhap- 
sody”’ for orchestra and a Con- 
certo for Harp and Small Or- 
chestra, have been published 
from the composer’s manu- 
acripts. 


Here Are Solutions 
To Hi-Fi Troubles 


Here are answers to some stereo problems that crop up 
reguiarly in our mail from readers: 


Q. What is wrong with the records that I buy? My phonograph 
needle jumps badly on about half my records, especially in loud 
passages. M.F.T., Marietta. 


A. From the fact that you are troubled by needle jumping in 


so many records, I'd judge that the fault is not in the records 
but in your record changer. If permanent harm hasn't been done 
to your records by repeated 
needie-jumping, you can try 
them on a friend's phonograph 
and see whether they don’t op- 
erate properly. 

There are a number of 
things that may be wrong 
with your changer. First, 


investigate whether you are 
using the proper needle for 
your records: a 3-mil tip for 
78-rpm records, a 1-mil tip for 
45 and 33-rpm monaural rec- 
ords and a .5 to mil tip for stereo records. Then have your 
stylus or needle checked by a dealer or repairman. A worn needle 
may be your trouble. 


If your needle is given a clean bill, check the turntable with 
a carpenter's spirit level. An off-level turntable will also cause 
jumping. Next, test whether your needle tracking pressure is 
within limits recommended by the manufacturer of your phono- 
graph cartridge. You can buy a special gauge for this job or 
have a serviceman do it. If needle-jumping still persists, you 
may have to replace your cartridge with a more compliant 
one.—GRG. 


Q. When I turn on the amplifier of my stereo rig, I can 
hear a distracting hum or buzz. The hum fades out in a little 
while and it is never audible when I am playing a record, even 
at very low volume. Is anything wrong with my amplifier? 
T. A. McA., Atlanta. 


A. I wouldn’t worry about this condition, especially if your 
amplifier is one using a large’ metal mesh in its housing. What 
probably is happening is that the initial voltage surge is setting 
the transformer of your amplifier to vibrating and the vibrations 
are passed along to the metal casing. This is a fairly common 
eccurrence and [I wouldn't try to eliminate the hum unless it were 
to persist into the playing of records, which would indicate a 
more serious reason for the hum.—GRG.

When tenor James Melton died of pneumonia in 
April, the world lost a great singer—but Georgia felt 


the loss deepest of all. 

For Georgia had lost one of 
her sons. 

Moultrie-born Melion was one 
of many singers who have left 
their native Georgia red clay 
to find fame in the conceri halls 
of the world’s great cities. 

There are singers hke Atlan- 
ta’s own Beverly Woiff, still ac- 
tive in concert work bere and 
in the nation although she is 
now the wife of accountant 
John Dwiggins and lives with 
her husband and two sturdy sons 
in Sumter, S.C. 

And there are fine Negro 
singers from Georgia, too. There 
is coloratura soprano Mattiwiica 
Dobbs, born and reared in At-

lanta and now a star oi the 


Metropolitan Opera. There is 
the world’s greatest singer of 
spirituals, 74-year-old Roland 
Hayes, born the son of e- 
slaves in the tiny town of Cur- 
ryville, near Rome. 


WHEN MELTON died at 57, 
he was probably better known 
to most Americans than any 
other Met star since Carusc. He 
could sing anything from an 
operatic aria to a show iune 
and he’d been a radio and film 
personality for 20 years and a 
TV figure for five. 

A frequent visitor to Atlanta, 
Melton appeared with the Atlan- 
ta Symphony as recently as 1953. 
Sincerely interested in charita- 
ble work, he came te Atlanta 
in 1952 to boost the Red Cross 
campaign and in 1956 to help 
out the Heart Fund Drive. 


SINCE WINNING national no- 
tice as soloist with the Phia- 
delphia Orchestra under Fugene 
Ormandy, Miss Wolff has ap- 
peared in most of America’s 
music centers — with the Pitts- 
burgh Symphony under William 
Steinberg; in an important rele

Perhaps her biggest honor 
came in 1958 when Beverly sang 
the lead role in Leonard Bern- 
stein’s opera “Trouble in Ta- 
hiti’” both in a New York pro- 
duction and on national TV.

ROLAND HAYES hasn't sung 
in concert here since 1958. 
Although the years have taken 
some of the sheen from his 
once faultless tenor voice, 
Hayes still gives occasional 
concerts. 

He has given command per- 
formances before the late King 
George V of Britain and the 
Queena Mother of Spain. He has 
sung with the great symphony 
orchestras of Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton and New York.

Stereo FM: 


How Soon 


In Atlanta? 


By ROBERT E. LEE 


Stereo FM, perhaps the 
most exciting audio 
breakthrough in years, 
is not far off for Atlan- 
tans. 


Also called multiplex, it is 
stereophonic sound broadcast by 
radio—not with AM for one 
channel and FM for the sec- 
ond, but with both channels on 
realistic FM. 


RADICALLY new as it is, 
stereo FM won’t make your old 
FM radio or tuner entirely ob- 
solete. 

You can do one of two things. 
First, you can do nothing, keep- 
ing your old FM as it is. You 
will still hear the FM sounds 
you have always heard. You 
will miss stereo effects in stereo 
broadcasts but you will not miss 
any part of the transmitted pro- 
gram. 

Second, you may add a stereo 
adaptor to your present unit— 
if you own a unit that can be 
adapted, and most recent units 
can. 


WHAT ARE the advantages of 


stereo FM? To allow jets to 


zoom across your room, or 
freight trains to chug past or 
perhaps to recreate the sound 
of a lively game of ping-pong? 
Yes, if you wish it. 

But trick effects are only a 
side effect. The real pleasure of 
stereo through any medium is 
the isolation of functions and a 
resultant clarity of instruments. 
No component from source (rec- 
ord, tape, broadcast) through 
amplifier to speakers is ever 
overloaded. Every item is free 
to function as it was designed, 
resulting in purity and real- 
ism of reproduction. 

Atlanta has about a half doz- 
en FM stations with programs 
ranging from the pop “top 40” 
to Tchaikovsky or maybe just 
Gershwin. FM gives you high 
fidelity sound. Add stereo and 
your music is even more spa- 
cious and realistic. 


WHEN will stereo FM come 
to Atlanta? Most large Amer- 
ican cities already have at least 
one station. Atlanta, too, will 
have several in time. Public de- 
mand will largely determine 
when 

Some trade journals are pre- 
dicting that conventional AM 
broadcasting will in time com- 
pletely disappear. Rumors that 
1963 cars will feature stereo FM 
radios, which could add 3 mil- 
lion listeners to FM, are uncon- 
firmed but a distinct possibil- 
ity. Phonograph manufacturers 
are offering FM stereo as op- 
tional or as a later “‘drop in” 
item and many 4-year-old units 
will accept adaptors.

The performances all go on 
sale finally as the usual plastic 
LP records but—by using 35- 
mm magnetic film for the 
original master recordings—the 
two companies say that they 
have made their discs sound a 
good bit more realistic. 


WHAT ARE the advantages 
of magnetic film over tape? 
Here’s what the users say: 

1. Because 35-mm film is three 
times as wide as %-inch tape, 
the film can carry three sound- 
tracks with plenty of space be- 
tween tracks to assure full sep- 
aration of channels. This elimi- 
nates just about all background 
hiss. 

2. Extreme frequency range 
is made possible by the fast 
speed at which the film winds 
—18 inches per second. As tape 
fans know, the best tape sound 
generally has been provided by 
the fastest tape speed: 7 inches 
per second. 

3. The wider track allows a 
much wider range of undistort- 
ed dynamics. 

4. The 5mil-thick film is 
stronger than tape, eliminating 
changes in pitch due to tape 
stretch. 


PERHAPS the best of the new 
stereo records made from 35- 
mm masters are Command’s 
LP of the Brahms Second sym- 
phony and Mercury’s disc of 
the Rachmaninoff Third piano 
concerto. 


Done by the Pittsburgh Sym- 
phony led by William Steinberg, 
the Brahms is intelligently and 
beautifully played. The sound 
of the orchestra is sharp and 
true, with each instrument clear- 
ly defined.

Hunttor Higher Fi 
Leads to 50-mm 


In that never-ending hunt for higher and still- 
higher fidelity, two disc makers have begun record- 
ing orchestras on 35-millimeter film instead of the 
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Georgia Overlooks Its Own Composer

On a chill Thursday 
morning last April, a 
sturdy, straight-backed, 
kindly looking man in his 
middle 70s went for his 
usual walk in Central 
Park, not far from his 
New York home. 

With a friendly eye, he ob- 
served a couple of dogs being 
walked by their owners. Sud- 
denly the dogs were aware of 
each other. As dogs will, they 
dived together—directly in front 
of the elderly stroller, tangling 
a ljeash around his legs, trip 
ping him up. 

In the fall, the elderly man 
suffered a head injury. He was 
hospitalized and the next day un- 
derwent brain surgery. 

Two days later, early Sun- 
day morning, he died. 

In this ironic way was ended 
the career of Wallingford Rieg- 
ger, dean of America’s clas- 


sical composers and certainly 
one of our half-dozen g-.atest 
—born in Albany, Ga., but 
hardly known to his fellow 
Georgians. 


WHEN RIEGGER marked his 
75th birthday on April 29, 1960,

“He has consistently avoided 
the easy way of doing things,” 
says famed bandleader Richard 
Franko Goldman. But like ail 
musicians, Goldman agrees that 
Riegger has done what had to 
be dine—and musical] posterity 
will be the final judge of his 
real greatness.
